William Smith was born in Fowl River, Alabama in 1866. Sometime around 1880, they 
moved to Escatawpa, Mississippi. He was deeply involved in the logging and lumber 
industry in and around the area at the turn of the 20" century. He was a timber estimator 
and buyer for the W. Denny Lumber Company but lost everything in the hurricane of 


1906. 


On August 10", 1887 he wed Minerva Whatley. They were married in Escatawpa by the 
Rev. J.W. Ferrell, a Methodist minister. From this union, nine children were born 
between 1889 and 1907. There were seven sons and two daughters. The sons were: 
Grover, Ellis, Clarence, Ernest, Joseph, Hardy and Frank. The daughters were Martha 
and Louisa. All remained, married, worked and died in the Moss Point, Jackson County 
area. To this date there are many descendants and relatives of this Moss Point pioneer 
family living and working in the area. Former Moss Point Mayor F.W. “Bob” Cirlot was

Railroad by the time Cirlot had 
accumulated 10 years service with 
both PMPN and A&M. 

The next 37 years were spent with 
Mississippi Export (until his retire- 
ment in 1959), And the history of MER 
sh ows that since Cirlot began working 
for it in 1922 it has more than stood 
the test of time and the chaos which 
most railroads have experienced the 
past two decades. : 

Cirlot himself summed it upin a way 
that needs no improvement: 

“About 50 years ago it emerged out 
of a discarded junk pile and became 
one of the finest railroads in the state 
through good management.” 

“I'm glad to know that I’m part of 
what got the railroad in the condition 
it is in today. I’m proud that it sur- 
vived.”” 

The Cirlot family is one of the 
pioneer families in Jackson County 
and by the time young Pete was 18, 
he had become an accomplished 
millwright — skilled in the use of a 
wide variety of tools, coupled with a 
vast knowledge of machinery. + 


he tolfawed in une same tradition. 

He became a railroad employee by 
chance. When he was about 20 (1914), 
the firm he worked for in Moss Point, 
O'Leary Lumber and Saw Mill, was 
in financial trouble, as were a number 
of businesses in those days. 

A master mechanic with 
Pascagoula-Moss Point Northern 
Railroad saw the youth’s ability and 
offered him a job. He soon went from 
millwright through a series of jobs 
which led to railroad engineer — the 
dream of all small boys in that era. 

His first move upward was that of 
fireman, where he served an appren- 
ticeship for his ultimate job of 
engineer. 

He was soon moved to switching cars 
in the yard for experience before he 
was put on the “road.” 

One of his regular runs (for years) 
was from this area to Evanston and 
back. 

On one occasion the train ‘‘was about 
a mile and a half from Evanston when 
the fireman broke both his legs.” 


The train hit a washout and the ~ 


engine’s bounce threw the fireman up 


and down into an area where his legs 
were broken instantly. 


Cirlot ‘cut the engine loose (from 
the freight cars) and took him to Evan- 
ston.” 

There he met a GM&O train which 
took the injured fireman to Laurel for 
medical help. 

At Evanston, Cirlot carried the fire- 
man from his train to the GM&0. 

The fireman recovered and ‘‘he 
walked on those two legs until the day 
he died.” 

The fireman was Peter Mack ‘“‘and 
one of the finest people who ever lived. 
He fired for me some 30 odd years.” 

Although the time in which he and 
Peter Mack worked together was long 
before Civil Rights, he and his black 
fireman developed an unprecedented

closeness. 

On another occasion, he and Peter 
Mack were approaching Big Point 
“when something told me not to go 
over that trestle. I didn’t go against 
that siJent voice. I thank the Lord for 
stopping me.” 

It turned out after inspection that 
water had washed the trestle away. 

“T told Peter something told me not 
to go over that trestle.” 

For a number of years he was on 
a night run. He slept in the day while 
his children were in school and when 
they were home he was on the tracks. 

“They wouldn’t see me except on 
Sundays. When I was in they were out 
and when they were out I was in.” 


He talked about the different kinds 
of engines he operated through his 


career, noting the progress made by 
man in his incessant search for 
improvement. 

Three of today’s diesel engines, he 
said, have as much, if not more power, 
than seven of the old steam engines. 


Cirlot pionecred diesel engines in this 
part of the country. 

He is the father of seven children; 
18 grandchildren and 13 great 
grandchildren. !
